Plan Hinges on Permit to 
Erect Apartment-House to 
Endow Building

PASADENA, May 16.—A plan 
formulated by a group of Pasa- 
dena men whereby a large school 
for orphan boys and girls would 
be erected in Pasadena was re- 
vealed today by Roscoe Townsend, 
121 South Euclid avenue. The 
proposed school and home will 
provide means of education for 
the country’s youths who other- 
wise would be unable to obtain it, 
it is said. It will be a school of 
industry and trades of all kinds 
will be taught. 

The entire plan, Mr. Townsend 
declares, hinges on the outcome 
of his plea to the Board of City 
Directors to erect à ten-story 
apartmen’-house in this city. Zon- 
ing ordinances prohibit buildings 
over eight stories high. 0 
apartment-house, which has 
ready been financed and will 
$1,500,000, will be the means of 
the erection of the proposed boys’ 
and School. Revenue ob- 
tain from the 300-room apart- 
ment will be devoted to an endow- 
ment fund for the institution, Mr. 
Townsend gays. 

The apariment-house plans 
have been drawn and actual con- 
struction awaits only the granting 
of a permit. The City Planning 
Commission has denied the re- 
for special permission to 
erect so high a structure, but Mr. 
Townsend believes the city direc- 
tors, who hol the ruling power, 
will grant the permit upon learn- 
ing that the proceeds will be de- 
voted to such a philanthropic proj- 
ect

New York “Times” Says 
Contests Are of Great 
‘Importance 


The following editorial appeared 
in the New York Times the 9$%th 
inst: 


Last night in Washington the 
finals were held in a series of 
national contests in which 1,490,000 
boys and girls, first and last, had 
taken part. Seven participated 
at the apex of the pyramid which 
looked down upon President 
Coolidge and upon the Justices of 
the Supreme Court, the judges of 
the speaking. This series has not 
excited as great popular interest 
as the national world series“ in 
‘Washington last October, but it is 
of greater importance not only 
because it Was involved a vast 
number of participants, but also be- 
cause it has touched a matter 
of vital concern to our public life. 
The subject which these 1,400,000 
boys and girls discussed was the 
Constitution of the United States, 
and this meant that every one of 
them had to have some acquaint- 


ance with it. 
While the Constitution is taught 
in the schools generally and in 
many States by statutory require- 
ment this mode of instruction 
gives every. contestant a personal 
interest. He must make it his 
gwn possession in order to tell 
others about it. He becomes a 
maker and a supporter of the Con- 
stitution in his own person. More- 
over, many a child of alien parents, 
or of indifferent native parents, 
becomes an-interpreter of the Con- 
stitution to them. It is difficult 
to conceive of a more effective 
means of making the rising gene- 
ration acquainted with that docu- 
ment whose maintainance should 
be of concern to all. The 
‘Angeles Times, which began this 
movement, has started something 
that ought to become an annual 
‘series along with our national 
games 
And when the national plan is 
well established, it should be ex- 
‘panded into an international con- 
test. The one held. last night in 
‘the Town Hall here, under the 
‘auspices of the Franco-American 
Branch of the Good-Will Associa- 
‘tion, is a step in that direction. 
The winners will get a trip to 
France in promotion of better 
acquaintance and friendly relations, 
a similar contest being held in 
France and the winning competi- 
tors to visit America. One sees 
the possibility of developing 4 
series of contests in which the 
boys and girls of many nations will 
not only become better acquainted 
with their own respective forms of 
constitutional government, but aso 
learn of the ways of ordered 
|lMberty in other countries and to- 
‘gether assist in finding the “institu- 
‘tions by which to place inter- 
national relations upon the same 
sure foundations.”

There awhile back, in hundreds of wide-flung communities 
throughout America, oratorical contests were held having for subje 
the Constitution of the United States, the contestants being boy an 
girl students ofthe schools. | 

Later on those having won first honors in their local habitations 
assembled in the capital of the nation to meet the supreme test for na- 
tional prize-winning honors. 

The judges of the contest were the high personages of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, including the Chief Justice. Also sitting 
with the judges was the Attorney-General. And, lending their gra- 
cious and illustrious presences to the occasion, were President and 
Mrs. Coolidge. 

. The singular thing about the contest was that it was not a debate. 
A debate is a thing which has two sides to it. One side in a debate 


test for prize-winning honors at Washington had but one side. 

The contest among these young women and young men of America 
who had stepped gut of the doorways of their schools was to decide 
which of them could best elucidate the Constitution of the United 
States and best set forth an analysis of its meaning, its construction 
and its history. | 

They were all agreed upon the Constitution as the greatest docu- 
ment ever written by the hand of man. They were all of one mind 
concerning its desirability under which a people might be governed. 
They were all of one faith as to its durability and the advisability of 
its retention and continuance as the Magna Charta of the greatest na- 
tion that has, up until this time, existed upon the face of the earth. 

Who, therefore, among the almost innumerable host of schoolboys 
and schoolgirls in America could best and most eloquently put upon 
the Constitution its lasting crown of glory? ; 

This was the contest. 

II. 


And who were they who entered the tourney with lifted lances 
and shining shields to win the victor’s trophy? 

They came from everywhere throughout the length and breadth 
of the land; from the traditional little red schoolhouse in the isolations 
of country places; from the great stately schools of vast cities; from 
the north, the south, the east, and the west did they come, representing 
in their bright and eager personalities the melting pot of the Republic 
and the seething evolutions of its history from the very beginning of 
our national life down to the present hour. They came with the blood 
of all the races in their veins, and with all the traditions of all the 
people of the earth surging and throbbing in their hearts and in their 
80 They were as cosmopolitan as the wide world itself. All classes 
and all creeds stood forth before the eyes of men as they struck their 
bright lances the one against the other in that glamorous arena of ora- 
torical splendor. 

The one who stood highest among them all was a Protestant boy 
from Alabama; second to him and having crowded him for every hard- 
won inch of glory, was a Catholic boy from Los Angeles; and third in 
line, but so close to the other two that it was hard to discern whether 
he were first or last, was a Jewish lad from Iowa. 

And there they stood, these three wonderful boys, shoulder to 
shoulder, elbow touching elbow, the heart of each one throbbing 
warmly against the heart of the others, representing in their persons 
the melting pot of America. 

And they stood representing each in himself the varied and age- 
old antagonisms of earth, harmonized and reconciled at last under the 
all-sheltering roof of the enduring house of the Constitution. 

Under the strong gray rafters and the wide-flung eaves of that 
house had all these ancient antagonisms of man at last found a com- 
mon resting place wherein the weapons of immemorable hatreds and 
misunderstandings could be thrown away forever, never again to be 
stained with blood or to be drawn in the red folly of needless strife. 

It was, perhaps, from every conceivable point of view quite the 
most momentous and vital event that history has had occasion to write 
upon its pages during the past 2000 years. | : 3

Addressing the contestants and the audience assembled, the Presi- 
dent of the United States said that These young people of today who 
will be the citizens of tomorrow, have had their thoughts directed to 
the basic things which concern the framing of society. Our nation has 
a weighty responsibility, not only for maintaining its own welfare, lib- 
erties and power, but for the utmost possible contribution toward or- 
ganizing the nations and peoples in the aspirations and the ways of 
peace. 

And when the President had set forth this clear enunciation of 
the contest, in what manner was it that the champions vied-in golden 
33 against one another in the expressions of their fealty and their 
aith? 

“Ladies and gentlemen,” said the boy from Alabama, in all the 
splendor of its achievement the twentieth century is here—and the old 
Ship of State is proudly sailing on. The Constitution went into effect 
136 years ago, during which time there has surely been enough to test 
its fiber. Since that time this country has passed through the fires of 
a civil war and established once and for all the fact that this is a 
union of States ‘one and inseparable.’ The Thirteen States, with a 

opulation of 3,500,000, have grown to forty-eight States with a popu- 
ation of more than 100,000,000. In the World War we loaned the 
Allies more than $10,000,000,000, raised 4,000,000 troops on this side, 
2,000,000 of whom went across to fight Germany on French soil in de- 
fense of liberty for all the nations of the world. Yet the Constitution as 
it stands today, though it has been molded by judicial interpretation 
and broadened by usage and amendments to keep pace with the step 
of a mighty growing nation, is the same Constitution in its sacred guar- 
antee of individual liberty.“ 

Said the boy from California: There are men and women now 
living under the protection of the flag and sharing in the blessings of its 
freedom and its peace, who seek not to preserve but to destroy the Con- 
stitution. Such as these understand neither American aspirations nor 
American ideals. They do not hold at their full worth those precious 
principles which are the fruit of a thousand years’ struggle for human 
rights. They have never caught the spirit of the bold barons of Runny- 
mede, or of the ragged heroes of Valley Forge, Yorktown and Saratoga. 
They have never marched in the vanguard of liberty along the steep 
and rugged highway of freedom, of which Magna Charta, the Bill of 
Rights, and the Immortal Declaration are the mighty mileposts. Let 
no impious hands profane the American Ark of the Covenant; let only 
true patriots stand sentinel at the gates lest traitors, masquerading un- 
der the banners of reform, be allowed to pass by and destroy the Amer- 

id the Jewish lad from Iowa: The Constitution of the 
States is the model for all the world. It reaches back past the man 
tions of France, the monarchies of Germany and Russia, the tyrannies 
of England and Spain, and comes down. to us today, having outlived 
them all, strengthened through their failures and standing out as our 
guarantor of justice, equality, freedom and democracy.” 


IV. 


How superbly have these young fellows out of America’s melting 
pot set forth the glory and the immortality of the Constitution! 

With what bright ring of words and golden eloquence have they 
hallowed the deathless endeavors of the fathers of the Republic who 
set forth with sure and steady vision the greatest and most enduring 
Bill of Rights mankind has ever had. 

Through the wide-flung communities of America, from first to last 
more than 1,500,000 boys and girls took part in these contests of ora- 
tory with the Constitution for a theme. And, as President Coolidge 
well stated, these contestants are the citizenry of tomorrow.” It is 
they who will have the keeping of the Ark of the Covenant in their 
hands. And we may be sure that they will not be faithless to their trust. 
_ The twentieth century has come and will pass. And the sour and 
grim prophecy of Lord Macaulay will prove to have been as false as it 
was puerile. Centuries more will come and will pass again to be folded 
away in the dim mists of time and the dust of all the countless yester- 
days. But that great and holy Bill of Rights which was signed by the 
hands and seals of the fathers of this Republic in the old Statehouse at

A MARVELOUS SEAWEED 

The Sargasso Sea is named for 
the seaweed which grows with such 
remarkable luxuriance and in many 
respects it is a remarkable speci- 
men. It is known commonly as 
the ‘“‘berry-bearing Sargassum” 
and it forms the bulk of the great 
mass of the accumulation to be 
encountered in the Sargasso Sea. 
It has a brown stem with finely- 
divided branchlets and slender- 
pointed leaves of green or olive 
color. It is filled with what ap- 
pear to be berries, which are in 
reality little sacks of air which 
keep the plant afloat after it has 
been: broken loose from the parent 
stem and thus supported it floats 
around and continues to grow, 
adding to the dense mass which 
has already accumulated to the ex- 
tent that it is almost impossible 
to drive a boat through it. The 
first to undertake to get through 
this sea was Christopher Colum- 
bus, whose craft was so delayed 
that the seamen were fearful that 
they would never get out of it.

FIRST SUBDIVIDERS 


The first subdividers of realty in 
Southern California were the mon- 
arches of Spain. who endowed the 
various missions with vast tracts of 
land, presumably in trust „for the 
Indian converts, and nally 
gave away a few thousand acres to 
some dignitary. 

Some time after the separation 
of Mexico from Spain the secular- 
ization of the missions was decreed 
by the Mexican government and 
they were deprived of nearly all of 
their respective land holdings, the 
latter being thrown ck into what 
might be called the p¥blic domain. 

Then the Mexican government 
proceeded to make land grants, co- 
ing into the subdivision business 
systematically. 


GREAT LANDLORDS

great ranchos abugting onto or over- 
lapping each other. The owners 
were landlords, indeed. There 
were no small holdings. You rode 
from thé dumain of one grandee 
onto the domain of another gran- 
dee. The cost of stocking a rancho 
was comparatively little and cat- 
tle multiplied rapidly, so in a short 


time the ranchero was a cattle 


king. 

Cattle were raised for the hides. 
and tallow, not for meat, for only 
a fraction of the meat represented 
by the slaughtered animals could 
be consumed... There was no er- 
porting of meat or cattle from 
this section until after the influx 
set into Northern California in con- 
sequence of Marshall's gold dis- 
covery in 1848. 

There were slaughtering times, 
usually in the fall, when cattle were 
assembled near an ocean shipping 
point and weeks were put in kill- 
ing the animals, then stripping and 
drying the hides and converting the 
suet or fat into tallow. The 
hides while green were hung over 
poles to dry and when stiff aa a 
board were folded hair-side in, be- 
ing then worth about $2 each. | 

SUCET MELTED 

The suet was melted in large iron 
kettles and while stil hot was 
dipped out with wooden ladles and 
put into rawhide bags, which, when 
the contents were hard, were sewed 
up with leather strings and thus 
made ready for shipment. Of the 
meat of these slaughtered animals 
which could not be consumed while 
fresh, the best pieces were cut into 
long strips which were dipped into 
boiling salt brine, well seasoned 
with red peppers and then hu 
up to dry in the warm sun. which 
soon converted them into carne 
seca (dried beef.) The latter was 
stored away in sacks and used dur- 
ing the year for stews or to eat 
with frijolee and tortillas. 

Trading vessels came around Cape 
Horn and, calling at San Pedro, 
San Diego and Santa Barbara, load- 
ed up with hides and tallow in ex- 
change for various articles of utility 
or adornment (chiefly , clothing. 
and coffee, tea, sugar and other 
food products that had to be im- 


ported.

HOMES NOT PALATIAL . 

These cattle kings did not have 
palatial habitats. The homes were 
constructed of adobe brick with a 
sort of tile roofing and were ample 
in size, but of extremely simple in- 
terior and many had no flooring 
other than the hardened earth. Don 
Alfredo Robinson, one of the first 
Americans to visit California, com- 
ing in the 30’s of last century, tells 
of Tomaso Yorba, owner of the 
Santiago Rancho of 62,000 acres, 
living in a large edifice with only an 
earthern floor, while on festal oc- 
casions the Don wore a suit which 
cost over $1000 and his daughter 
had 150 dress patterns with jewelry 
to match each. 

This land and cattle gentry led 
an easy, practically contented exis- 
tence, in the main, 
life.” They made 
each other, via the quarter-deck of 
a broncho—everybody rode horse- 
back—and their chief diversions 
were parties and fandangos, from 
which they did not always 
home in the morning.“ 
times these affairs endured until 
the next morni and then again 
to the next. Why should they 
worry? The sun shone regularly, 
the rains came generally in season, 
the grew and the cattle mul- 
tiplied so rapidly that though they 
were worth but from $2 to $4 per 
head, they offset in numbers what 
they lacked in price. 


A CATTLE BOOM 

Then fate changed the current of 
their lives into a swirling, tur- 
bulent stream which swept on and 
on to a fathomless ocean of dis- 
aster. On the crest of a swell- 
ing wave of prosperity they rode 
for a joyous while, only to be lat- 
er dashed on the rocks of ruin. 

The influx of people experienced 
by the Central and Northern Call- 
fornia sections sequential to the 
discovery of gold by Marshall at 
Coloma created a market for meat, 
and the cattle of the Southe 
California ranchers became vastly 
more valuable for their flesh than 
for hides and tallow. In less than 
two years cattle mounted from 
$2 to $4 per head to $30 or $40, 
and one good reasonably broke 
mustang became worth more than 
ten of its kind before. 

Cattle buyers flocked into South- 
ern California from the mining 
towns ahd San Francisco, loaded 
with sacks of gold dust, twenty- 
dollar pierec and slugs, octa- 
gon-shaped fifty-dollar gold coins, 
and purchased cattle in droves. 


LAVISH SPENDING | 
This sudden flood of fortune 
swamped the judgment of the cat- 
tle growers and their kin. A sa- 
turnalia of extravagance ensued. 
Card playing had been a com- 
mon pastime with wagers hardly 
ever above the level of a few pesos 
or an insignificant number of 
horses or cattle, but in these gold- 
zen days thousands of dollars would 
change hands on the turn of a 
pasteboard and ways came for 
wrestling with fickle fortune of 
which the money-intoxicated folk 

had known little or nothing. 
Waves of fortune, like waves of 
the ocean, have a way of receding. 
After several years of feverish 
prosperity, a diminution in the 
number of buyers of Southern 

California cattle was noticed. 


NEW CATTLE RANGES 


The miners were still eating 
meat and they were more numer- 
ous and gold more plentiful than 
ever.

Invariably as mortgages fell due. 
they were not met, so the accu- 
mulated interest, compounded 
monthly. was computed and a new 
mortgage, with all of this accumu- 
lation added in, was given. Thus 
the mountain of debt rose until It 
became insurmountable by 
who had made it. 

Much of this mortgaging was 
contributed to by the craze for 
gambling which had set in with 
the cattle boom which had passed. 
and in the nurturing of this

MISFORTUNES MOUNT 
As though the collapse of the 
cattle boom which favored South- 


eral years was nof sufficient pun- 
ishment, nature inaugurated some 
drastic elemental severity, com- 
mencing its program with an ex- 
ceedingly dry winter for 1855-56 
with the frightful resulc of about 
100,000 cattle starving to death 
in the summer and fall of 1856. 
The succeeding winter gave some 
relief, but in 1868 another dry 
year was experienced with furthe~ 
great loss of live stock through 
lack of feed. Then, as though re- 
pentant for the way he had neg- 
lected ihe land, Jupiter # luvius 
opened the flood-gates in 1839-60. 
It is said that in one storm in 
December, 1859, twelve inches of 
rain fell in twenty-four hours. In 
consequence of the extreme down- 
pour of thie year, a t loss wae 


perishing from exposure. 

Again, tn tne winter of 1861-62 
massive raip clouds drifted over 
the land and spilled theirs con 
tents with deluging effect. The re- 
sult of these successive seasons of 
extraordinary rainfall was a lush 
growth of feed, and cattle multi- 
plied as never before. The ranches 
became overstocked and prices fell 
to $2 per head for full-growh an- 
mals, the lowest’ in the history of 
cattle-ralsing in this region. 

Mortgages began to be foreclosed, 
mortgages that had run for re 
bearing interes* at the rate of five 
per cent or more per month, com- 
pounded monthly if not paid when 
due, and rarely was the interest se 
paid. The debt accumulations un- 
der these conditions were appalling 
and the debtors were helpless. 

Many of the best ranches were 
mortgaged for only 25 cents per 
acre, but accumulated interest. 
compounded, made the final debt 
many times that amount per acre. 
The ranches Simi, Los Posos, Co- 
nejo, San Julian and Espodo, ag- 
gregating about 200,000 acres, were 
lost on an indebtedness that was 
originally but 10 cents per acre. 
OLD PASADENA 
Manuel Garfias, who has 
officer in the Mexican 
army, owned he San Pasqual 
rancho of 13,000 acres, the 
today of the rich and beautiful city 
of Pasadena and suburbs. In 1863, 
after marrying one of the senoritas 
of the Pueblo of Los Angeles, he 
built on his rancho a handsome 
home, to finish and furnish which 
he borrowed $3000, mortgaged the

EARLY HISTORY 
The history of Hungary, from

On fete days, the peasants gather 
at the inn, and on such occasions 
the dance is seen under the most 
picturesque conditions. The CZar- 
das, is, in fact, a romantic poem, 
in which, with the Czigany (gyp- 
les) as musical interpreters, and 
the Magyar peasants as actors, 
there is a whole drama of love, 
jealousy, and reconciliation, cul- 


minating in a veritable tempest of 


movement, the effect of which is in- 
creased by the colorful costumes 


of the dancers. 7 
We have in Los Angeles 10,000 


Magyars, scattered all over the city, 


centralizing their activities on the 
southeast side at the Magyar Ath- 
letic Club at Vernon and Central 
avenue, of which Michael Davided 
is president. Close by on South 
Park avenue. you will find, two 
Hungarian restaurants—Bo at 
4215 South Park avenue, and 
Halasz at 3739 South Park avenue. 
The food is typically Hungarian, 
deliciously seasoned, and served 
daintily. The atmosphere is for- 
eign, and for the oment as you 
enter you feel as though you were 
entering a little Parisian ‘cafe, on 
a side street, which is famous for 
its service and food. Mostly ev- 
eryone here speaks Hungarian or 
French, gesticulaing, laughing and 
saluting the newcomers with much 
gusto. 

On holidays and historical celebra- 
tions, you witness some interesting 
processions, plays, dances and pro- 
Krams which bring to your mind 
realistically Liszt and Dohnanyi. 
and the spirit of the Magyars. The 
club is the gathering-place of. all 
benefit societies, and many famous 
men and women have been received 
within its portals the most inter- 
esting spectacie is to watch them 
dance in their gay costumes. 


NATIVE COSTUMES 
The costume of the men consists 
of a short jacket, braided, and tight 
trousers, usually of blue cloth, 


high-topped boots, and a hat that 
is decorated with fresh flowers. The 
costume of the women varies a good 
deal in different districts. It gen- 
erally consists of a white linen 
bodice, with large loose sleeves and 
a short white skirt of the same ma- 
terial, over which is worn a large 
dark-blue apron with a colored 
border. 

The boots which resemble those 
worn by the men, are frequently 
made of bright red leather, you 
can just picture the beauty of flash- 
ing colors as they dance, every 
move of their body a poem, every 
smile a reflection of the rhythm 
of their souls. 


GYPSY DANCES 

Several days ago, I was a guest 
at the Magyar Athletic Club, and 
saw a play in Hungarian presented 
by a literary club. What sur- 
prised me most is the way the 
women interpreted with perfection 
every gesture and dance of the 
gypsies. I have watched a num- 
ber of plays in which gypsies took 
part and was disgusted with the 
lack of appreciation and know!l- 
edge on the part of the players 
as to gypsy music and dancing. 

Gypsies in every country dance 
differently, have their own music, 
and their own dialect, also dis- 
tinct sdcial sets, and they will not 
mingle with certain tribes, and 
resent their music, dress and 


dancing being copied by other in- 
ferior tribes. The Magrar gypsy 
is the most romantic, and the 
handsomest of all tribes, and the 
Magyars have a- tender spot ‘a 
their hearts for them in spite of 
the fact that Czigany everywhere 
are rogues. 
 WALLACH CUSTOMS 

To watch Wallachian gsypsies 
dance is a treat indeed, with the 
women in their long white robes 
brilliantly colored, apron-skirts, 
with open jackets richly embroi- 
dered, and glittering with imita- 
tion gold and silver thread. Long 
streamers of ribbon hang down 
their back, and in their headdress 
are placed peacock feathers. 

The men don their sleeveless 
embroidered waistcoats over their 
white linen costume and their 
broad gala belts, inlaid with bril- 
liantly polished brass, glinting in 
the rays of the sun. The fiddler 
begins to play. and slowly with 
an almost serpent movement, the

The Wallachs have many faults

VAST ACREAGE 

According to official data. in the 
four counties of Los Angeles, Or-

Other varieties of oranges have 
been planted and flourished, also. 
notably the Valencia and Mediter- 
ranean,sweet. And other members 
of the citrus family, like the lemon 
and pomelo, or grapefruit, have 
made good to the extent of a huge 
acreage. Nearly 60,000 carloads 
of citrus products were shipped out 
of Southern California in 1924.

PAPER MADE FROM STRAW 


From Europe recently came the 
announcement that science had 
produced an effective process by 
which the waste straw of food 
crops, such as wheat, barley, oats, 
corn and rice may be utilized as 
a substitute for the wood pulp 
from which 9e per cent of i 
world’s paper now is made. 

The process has been developed 
by M. de Vains, a French inventor, 
and depends upon a method of 
eliminating the hard brittleness 
which previously had made impos- 
sible the use of straw fibers in 
the manufacture of printing and 
writings papers. e De Vains 
process has been installed suc- 
cessfully in a dozen paper and 
pulp mills in European countries, 
and plans are now under way to 
establish a large experimental 
plant in Canada, where the great 
wheat crop will supply an abun- 
dance of raw material.

Ferry to be Replaced Over Straits

E first of the major projects bridge proper some 8350 


for bridging the San Francisco | 


waterways is at last under 


way. Contract has been let and 
work will begin immediately on 
the construction of a cantilever- | 
type bridge which will be one of | 
the largest structures of its type 
in the world and will cross Car- 
quinez Straits from Vallejo Junc- 
tion to Vallejo. 

The bridge will provide direct 
connection between Oakland, Ber- 
keley and other East Bay cities 
and the populous territory lying 
north and east, including the So- 
noma, Napa and Sacramento River 
valleys. It will aleo form an im- 
portant link in the Transconti- 
nental Highway from San Fran- 
cisco to the Eas* and the Coast 
Highway to Washington, Oregon 
and Canada. A_ careful check 
shows that over 582,000 Vehicles 
were ferried across Carduines 
Straits in 19°71, an increase of | 
877.846 since 1920. 

The two center spans of the 
bridge are about 11,000 feet in 
length, and the total length of the 


feet. 
Some idea of the immensity of the 
bridge can be ned from the fact 
that the two main towers will rise 
310 feet above the water—about as 
high as the new San Francisco 
Standard Oil Building or any other 
twenty-two-story building is tall. 
These towers are supported by con- 
crete pliers which go down to bed- 
rock 135 feet below the surface of 
the water. The roadway of the 
bridge is 135 feet above the water, 
equivalent in height to an eleven- 
story bullding. The roadway of 
the bridge will accommodate four 
lines of traffic. “The total cost of 
construction will be approximately 
$6,000,000. 


The bridge will be operated by 
the American Toll Bridge Com- 
pany. Under the terms of the 
franchise granted by Contra Costa 
county and approved by special act 
of the State Legislature title to 
the bridge at the end of twenty- 
five years will revert to the coun- 
ties of Contra Costa and Solano 
and become public property. 

It is anticipated that the bridge 
will be completed and ready for 
traffic early in 1927.

Test ‘hous It Can Function 
During March Halt 


Requires Specially Trained 
Horses and Men 


Fort School Radio Section 
Shows Efficiency

WASHINGTON, May 9. — Recent 
demonstrations by the Second Unit - 
ed States Cavalry radio sections at 
the cavalry school, Fort Riley, 
Kan., indicate that trained squads 
can set up a temporary field radio 
station and start transmitting in two 
and a balf minutes. The tests, 
which were eminently satisfactory, 
were staged to ascertain whether a 
regimental radio section could 
function efficiently during a ten- 
minute halt and get under way 
again with the cavairy column. 

The field cavalry equipment 
comprises an SCR-127 radio-tele- 
graph tranamitting and receiving 
set, designed for transportation on 
pack horses. Under normal condi- 
tions it is good for a range of about 
sixty miles with fifteen watts pow- 
er. The generator, which is hand- 
driven, produces 350 volts for the 
plate circuit and a lower voltage 
for the filaments of the four VT-2 
tubes. 


REQUIRES HIGH SKILL

The 
generator and three sections of the 
mast are packed on one horse; 
the radio set box, battery box and 
parts go on the second horse, and 
the tent, antenna bag. two mast 
sections and tent les are loaded 
on the third pack horse. 


FAST WORK NEEDED 


When halt“ and “open station“ 
are given, each man knows his du- 
ties. The squad chief dismounts, 
turns his horse over to a certain 
horseholder, unloads horse No. 3, 
following which he helps assemble 
the set and assists the operator in 
erecting the mast. When all is 
ready, he tunes his set to the prop- 
er reception wave and listens in to 
see if‘anyone is calling. After that 


ihe tests the tranemission side, ad- 


justing it to the proper wave 
length. During this time the oper- 
ator has dismounted and turned 
his horse over to a holder, un- 
packed horse No. 2, arranging the 
set and its parts, hooking it up.

OF EARLY DAYS 


Death of Dr. Knight Recalls 


Stirring Times 


Remembered Rush to Gold 
Districts of State 


Heard Speeches of Noted 
Men of the West 


California in the roistering days 
before the Civil War, her great- 
hearted pioneers and the stirring 


entry on the side of the Union in 


sonal reminiscences of Dr. William 
H. Knight, author, astronomer and 
lecturer, who died here a few days 
ago. 

Dr. Knight's reminiscences cover 
perhaps the most interesting part 
of the . State's history, when her 
destiny and führe greatness were 
being formed by the mighty group 
which has since passed on. They 
are doubly interesting beeause of 


‘tthe fact that Dr. Knight partici- 


pated actively in many of the stir- 
ring. events which he described, 
and witnessed many of the others 
as A spectators. Many members 
of that great group of pioneers 
and te bullders were the per- 
sonal friends of Dr. Knight. 

Dr. Knight came to California 
in 1888, He’ crossed the plains 
and mountains in the wake of the 
historic ‘48ers. En route he was 
one of a small group who met 
and talked to Brigham Young, the 
great Mormon leader. Within a 
short time after his arrival he was 
plunged into the events which are 
now history. 

SENATOR SLAIN IN DUEL 

Senator David C. Broderick had 
been slain in a duel with Justice 
David 8. Terry <* the te Su- 
| preme Court and Dr. Knight heard 
the funeral oration for the slain 
man delivered by Col. Bdward D. 
Baker, 4 leader in the fight against 
slavery. Dr. Knight describes in 
vivid terms the huge crowd which 
assembled for the funeral and re- 
cites excerpts from Col. Baker's 
oration. 

“The blow that struck his manly 
breast has touched the heart of a 
people. Who now shall speak for 
California? Who will be the in- 
terpreter of the wants of the Pa- 
cific Coast? Who can speak for 
the masses of men with a passion- 
ate love for the classes whence 
he sprung? Who can defy the 
blandishments of a power, the in- 


isolence of office, the corruption 


of administrations? What hopes 
are buried with him tn the grave?” 

Yet in a few months, Col. Baker 
had taken the place of the mur- 
dered Senator and became a figure 
of national importance in the fight 
on slavery. 

Dr. Knight in his own words 
continues: 

“after the funeral came a hot 
ery for vengeance, but sober coun- 
sel prevailed. Yet the cause of 
the Federal Union was undoubtedly 
strengthened. Though public senti- 
ment in California was, in the ab- 
tract, adverse to dueling, yet 
from the earliest period of the 
inrush consequent upon gold dis- 
covery that mode of satisfying or 
redressing personal affronts and 
grievances had prevailed.” 

Col. Baker a short time later 
was elected Senator from Oregon, 
and on his way to Washington he 
stopped off at San Francisco and 
addressed a huge mass meeting 
there. Dr. Knight was present at 
this: meeting, having gone from 
Sacramento to the Bay City for 
that purpose. 


EARLY GOLD RUSH 

At the time of his arrival here, 
Dr. Knight says in his recollec- 
tions, California was still in the 
pioneer stage. There were less 
than 400,000 inhabitants in the 
whole State. The great majority 
of these had come to seek gold with 
the intention of returning home 
as soon as they had found a for- 
tune.

| IMPROVED 


Rains Throughout W estern 
States Relieve Drought and 
Help Stock Generally 


Pasture and hay conditions 
throughout California show, im- 
provement over last month and can 
be considered excellent, according 
to the western live-stock and range 
report of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. The peak 
of the spring lamb movement to 
eastern markets was reached the 
15th inst. The excellent feed con- 
ditions have held back the mar- 
ket movement of grasa-fat cattle 
in some sections. 

Ranges generally show improve- 
ment with a favorable outlook for 
grazing in the North Rocky Moun- 
tain, Intermountain and Coast 
States, but the continued drought 
in the Southwest has only been 
partially relieved by rains and live 
stock have suffered considerably. 

Ranges show improvement in 
thirteen out of the seventeen West- 
ern States, but slight further 
deterioration in Arizona, Texas and 
New Mexico. Recent general rains, 
however, will tend to improve con- 
ditions in most sections of these 
Btates, lly in Texas, and 
— result in decided improve- 
ment in the condition of the live 
stock. Range propects are espe- 
cially encouraging in the Northern 
Rocky Mountain and Pacific Coast 
States. The average range condi- 
tion for the entire range country 
is 84 per cent compared with 80 
cent a year 

Cattle are selecting the improved 
condition of ranges and although 
some thin stock are reported in 
States where the winter feed sup- 
ply was short, cattle have generally 
jeome through the winter with losses 
below normal, except in the South- 
west. Losses were becoming heavy 
in Southern and Western Texas 
and portions of New Mexico and 
Arizona until relieved by recent 
rains and much of this territory 
is still in need of more moisture. 
Considerable cattle have 
shipped out of the drought areas. 
The calf crop in these sections will 
be less than usual due to the heavy 
shipment of 4 
year and the loss of calves from 
lack of milk. The prospect for the 
calf crop in the other range States 
is normal or better. The condition 
of cattle averages 86, compared 
nto 84 last month and $1 a year

Then followed, after twenty-five 
yeers, another, secession, this time 
against both the academy and the 
Ambulants. The leaders of the new 
movement were men of wide cul- 
ture and were weill informed on 
art's development the wurld over. 
Under Mir Iskousstva they re-es- 
tablished the contact between Rus- 
sian and French art. They made 
great strides in decoration, the 
Ruesians having a decided talent 
for rapid imprevisation as against 
patient labor in art. | 

The Moscow group, headed by 
Igor Grabar, has worked away 
from refined styliem in decoration, 
but in general, according to ; 
Reau, the earlier secessionists ac- 
complished wonders in their thir- 
ty years of existence, restoring to 
primary consideration that skill in 
execution which the AmbDulants 
had sacrificed to subject. 

Then came Boris Goudounov, 
and in 1909 Paris woke up to 
Renois and Roerfich, Bakst and 
Golovine, when Diaguiley opened 
hig first Russian season at the 
Theatre du Chatelet. A denation- 
alization of Russian art seemed to 
follow. But this debasement was 
overcome, and the fastidious charm 
ot famous designers for stage and 
pase was supported by sturdy han- 

icrafts, weavings, carvings, pot- 
tery. jewelry. enamels, but es- 
pecially wood carving and embroid- 
ery. It ts this peasant art that 
burrows down to the hidden deep 
roots uniting Russia with the oth- 
er Slavic countries separated from 
her by religion and history. 

The soul of Russia may be 
found in the present exhibition at 
the Los Angeles Museum — that 
unhappy Russia which has seen 
so much travail and which is so 
“heroically struggling against deg- 
radation and death.“ 


XANDER WARSHAWSKY | 
IN FRENCH SUBJECTS 


There are no figures nor scenes 
from America among the nine- 
teen canvases that Xander War- 
shawsky is exhibiting at Sten- 
dahl's, though the painter {s an 
American, born in Cleveland. A 
student under Douglas Volk at 
the Academy of Fine Arts in New 
York, he went to Paris a dozen 
years ago, where he has remained, 
with occasional brief visits to his 
native country. 

His t visit, however, has ex- 
tended over six months. He is 
now in Los Angeles with his 
young wife, whose parents live 
here, but they will both return to 
Paris tn a few weeks to resume 
their happy life of work and play 
— but especially work — in the 
artist’s studio so delightfully sit- 
vated on Montmartre, studio 
that once belonged to the great 
Courbet. 

Almost all of Warshawsky's ac- 
tive life as an artist has been 
spent in Paris and ite Immediate 
neighborhood, with painting ex- 
cursions into Provence and Brit- 
tany. This is why his pictures 
at Stendahl's are all French in 
subject. The artist recently had 
an exhibition at Dudening’s in 
New York, and of course he shows 
regularly in Cleveland, where the 
two Warshawsky boys — Xander’s 
brother is also in Paris and is also 
a painter — are always received 
with pride.

United States every two years or 
so, and many other artists did the 
same. And, of course, one sells an 
occasional canvas in Paris as 
everywhere else, though the compe- 
tition is something fierce. But the 
artist's subjects lie under his nose, 
he doesnt need to own an auto- 
mobile and travel hundreds of 
miles to find them. 

Why Paris? Because, of the at- 

mosphere, because of the flierce-| 
com petition. Atmosphere and 
competition are vitaliz ng things, 
more than food and drink to the 
painter. Actual instruction in art 
may be had in any large city, for 
good art schools abound every- 
where nowadays, but these other 
wities do not offer Parisian con- 
tacts and Parisian points of view. 
As a matter of fact, Xander War- 
shawsky went to no art school 
and studied under no master in 
Paris. He simply lived and worked 
in that stimulating -environment 
for twelve years. 
His exhibition at the Ambassa- 
dor, consisting of “still lifes, por- 
traits and landscapes in about 
equal proportions, convinces us 
that his choice of the Courbet 
studio on Montmartre was abso- 
lutely. right for him, although 
there are many artists who must 
breathe native air and step on na- 
tive soil to make true progress 
in self-expression. 

Wershawsky'’s still tes are 

vigorous and individual, and I am 
not sure that I don’t like them bet- 
ter than any other canvases in the 
exhibition, though the two por- 
traits entitled “Brenton Lady” and 
“Breton Fisherman” intrigue me 
greatly. Some of the landscapes, 
too, have power and charm, and 
one, “Sunshine and Shadow, Brit- 
tany,” an experiment in pointil- 
lism, is full of vibration. 
There is great economy of means 
to ends in the portraits—and, in- 
deed, the artist's forceful simplici- 
ty is one of his outstanding char- 
acteristica. The still life entitled 
“Flowers” contains a few broad 
masses of color—deep orange and 
yellow, blue and golden brown— 
but it is all significant form, and 
how compelling its beauty be- 
comes! 80, too, with “The Blue 
Vase,“ which is ever more arrest- 
ing in its unerring selection of the 
things that make for beauty. 

Among the landscapes, “The 
Pope's Palace, Avignon,” and ‘The 
Old Town of Cassis” are the 
most subtle, the most delicate in 
play of colore—and, surprisingly, 


the hills and stone ho of Cas- 
sis are exact like the hille and 
houses of ollywood! A more 


vivid scheme of color prevalis in 
“St. Jeannette, Provence,” and 
“Famous Garden at Nimes.”

LELAND CURTIS AND 
THE HIGH SIERRAS 


Leland Curtis has a talent and 
a temperament that would forever 
debar him (one might suppose) 
from attempting to perform stunts 
in paint. Yet this is exactly what 
he has done in the “Still Life” that 


he is exhibiting with his twelve 
landscapes at Barker Brothers. 

The still Üfe—a brass vase and 
one of mauve luster, a vanity case 
and a string of amber beads, 
against 4 dull red background— 
in feeiing. in technical method 
and in everything else that goes 
into the making of “art,” differs so 
widely from Curtis's landscapes 
that it is hard to believe that it 
comes from the same brush. But 
it is a clever piece of painting, 
and if the young artist did it for 
a joke, just to “show us,“ the 
laugh is his. We know now that 
he can paint anything. We know, 
too, that he is a very good 
draughtsman. 

But the still life does not show 
the buoyant technical freedom of 
the landscapes. Good as it is, it 
leans toward tightness. Curtis has 
steadily been growing _more and 
more at ense in his mountain sub- 
jects, finally giving us, as in “Still 
Water”’—undoubtedly one of his 
very latest pictures—brushwork 
unctuous and piiant, an assured 
modeling of terms. His color, in 
landscape, has always been clean 
and fresh. Though not muddy, it 
is note quite so fresh in the still 
life, probably because Curtis 
worked harder on this untried sub- 

t. 


Curtis began by painting the 
High Sterras, and he will doubt- 
less continue to paint them. Here 
his metier seems to lie, here and 
in the long levels of the Califor- 
nia desert. Hie feeling, his flair 
is for the immensities in nature, 
and I have no doubt he will some 
day find the sea. Then we may 
expect from him marines of 
power and beauty, for then he will 
have come into his stride. Nor is 
that day far off—the day when he 
will show us his longest paces, I

mean, whether he brings us to the 
the mountaina. 


He will probably invite us to all 
ree—and maybe still lite. 

For my faith in Leland Curtis, 
my hope and belief in his future, 
began with his first landscape, seen 
I know not where, though only two 
or three years ago. I made in- 
quiries and discovered the artist to 
be young, hardly more than a be- 
ginner with paint and brush. But 
the talent was there in full evi- 
dence, the instinct for self-ex- 
pression, the artist's reverence for 
his art, the poet's emotion before 
nature. I felt that Curtis, with 
luck and hard work, was destined 
to become an excellent painter of 


landscape, one of the best. He 
has not yet “arrived,” of course 
but he will. i 


Meanwhile, I think you will 
share my belief in him if you will 
study the dozen landscapes he is 
now showing. They are the proof. 
Further comment from me _ is 
hardly needed. Too, they will con- 
vince you that he is a man of 
versatilityfi finding subjects for his 
brush on every hand, even though 
his greatest love is for the moun- 
tains. Study “The End of a Des- 
ert Day,“ which recently won a 
medal at an exhibition in the 
Ambassador. “Sierra Peaks,” “A 
Sierra Sentinel,” “Sierra Dawn” 
and “Sierras in Winter.“ “Tu- 
junga Wash,” “Late Afternoon, San 
Juan Ca pistrano,”’ “Morning, 
Owens Valley.” Desert Storm“ 
and “The rt Road.” 

All these pictures are not of 
equal merit, to be sure, but some 
of them: are very fine Indeed and 
none is negligible. They mark 
the milestones in the upward 
progress of Leland Curtis, painter. 

The exhibition continues to the 
26th of the month. 


LAURITZ LANDSCAPES 
AT THE EBELL CLUB 


No Los Angeles landscape paint- 
er has shown more development, 
through the past few years, in the 
practice of his craft than Paul 
Lauritz, Tireless in application. a 
student of nature early and late, 
he has advanced steadily from 
good to better. He has searched 
for light and air, for an aesthetic 
arrangement in form, for cleaner 
— purer color—and found them 

Lauritz builds up his composi- 
tions with painstaking care, mak- 
ing good use t his discoveres in 
each and every one of the plo- 
tures that he offers us. -When he 
has something new to tell he does 
it modestly, without fanfare, for 
he realizes that the landscape 
painter's terra incognita is a vast 
one, wita “something new.“ some- 
thing still more lovely and desir- 
able, always glimmering on a far- 
off horizon. 

An exhibition of pictures by 
Tauritz is an interesting event, 
one not to be resisted by the art 
lover. His latest show consists of 
about a dozen landscapes, many of 
them not seen before, and is held 
through May at the Ebel! Club. 
The exhibition, whose charm and 
variety goes without saying, will 
nevertheless be given more ex- 
tended attention in next week's 
Art and Artists. 


FREE LANCE LEAGUE 
AT MacDOWELL CLUB 


In spite of the carping critica 
(that’s me) the Free Lance Art 
League, like freedom itself, was 
not born to die. After three years, 
it is livelier than ever, as its third 
annual exhibition, held through 
May at the MacDowell.Club, amp- 
ly proves. 

The third annual also proves 
another thing, and this is that 
the free-lancers are steadily im- 
proving in technique. Or is it that 
the weeding-out process installed 
by the league is working for bet- 
terment? Certainly, the third show 
is the best yet, more evenly bal- 
anced than the first and second, 
more in accord with a “standard.” 
After all, whether you call them 
juries or weeders, men selected 
to pases on pictures submitted for 
exhibition perform exactly the 
same function—and it therefore 
appears that the lancers have dis- 
covered, with the rest of the art- 
ists, the danger of too much lib- 


erty. : 

Not that the weeding has been 
very thorough. Some extraneous 
growths still remain and threaten 
to choke the flowers of the third 
annual exhibition. A few ears 
‘of devil-grass still faunt them- 
selves. Yet in another year these 
may be uprooted—for there is al- 
ways hope where the inatinct for 
art prevails. The hope grows big 
when gardeners come with shears 
and forks, aa in the case of the 
Free Lance Art 4. 

Let us pick a flower here 
and Chere from today’s spring 
garden of the league. Dwell on 
their colors and formes. Inhale 
their perfume. A very respectable 
nesegay will reward our search. 
Yours may not be just like mine, 


sure you it has glisen me consider- 
able pleasure. 

Crisp and fresh is the handling 
of C. H. Benjamin's three small 
water colors, clean the color, good 
the drawing— Stage Harbor, 
Chatham,” “Pueblos, Santa Fe,“ 
“Cliffe at Redondo.” Intelligent 
study, faithful rendering of na- 
ture’s truths are noted in Wil- 
liam A. Paxton’s “Painted Can- 
yon,” “Arroyo” and “Mountain.” 
They vibrate with light and color. 
Then we come to Ivy De Verley’s 
remarkable mask of Sheldon Lew- 
is, actor, painted in pastel, an ex- 
tremely vital characterization.

Then, moving on, we spy the 
delicately handled shadows and 
careful study of form in Carl Zim- 
merman's “Dry Falls.“ The rich 
gold-brown tones of David Dunn's 
“Santa Anita, Washington,” the 
simplicity and honesty of his 
“Mountain Cactus,” with its fine 
play. of colors. The vigor, fine and 
primitive, of “On a Montecito Es- 
tate, by John A. Dominique. The 
charming grayish tonal quality of 
„Dusk, by Elea Falk Escherich. 
The good drawing, the good brush- 
work, in John L. O’Hagan’s “Still 
Lifte.“ The brilllant blue and green 
of Rhea cCushman's Chinese 
Baby.” 

The scu:ptures in the exhibition 
are only two, medallion heads in 
low relief, portraits, by Virginia 8.

BY EDMUND OSTHAUS 


After six months in the hunting 
fields of Florida and North Caro- 
lina, some of which were spent in 
the uncharted backwoods where 
the grouse and the deer fitted by 
undisturbed. Edmund Osthaus has 
returned to his studio at 3390 San 
Marino, Los Angeles, bringing with 
him new dogs—on canvas—and 
new landscape studies.

The picture from Fiesofle 
shows us stone steps and walis in 
an old garden set with slender 
Italian cypress; from Graschnitz 
we have a quaint old mill, kept by 
the Count, no doubt, for its pic- 
turesqueness, not its grinding ca- 
pacity. There is also a charming 
water color from Ohio in tones of 
gold-green, “Joe Pye Weed.”

Osthaus is beginning to paint a 
richer and more diversified land- 
scape in conjunction with hie im- 
peccable dogs. His schemes of 
color are now more Varied, and he 
is achfeving brighter tones. With 
the result that his pictures of dogs, 
plus landscape, are more attractive 
than ever. “The Glories of Michi- 
gan, showing two setters and a 
pointer in action, is rich in its 
‘scheme of autumnal hues. 
Valley Quail,” Californiana, is true 
to our suplit landscape. “Youthful 
Instincts,” showing a mother set- 
ter and four pus, the pups inter- 
ested in a sparrow, the mother in- 
different to auch small game, is in 
a luminous scheme of greens, St. 
Bernard Family” is in rich and 
tawny tones. “The Rainy Day,” 
from Florida, is an arrangement 
in mauves, 

Osthaus is planning an exhibi- 
tion in some downtown gallery for 
the near future. Lovers of dogs 
and lovers of art will not neglect 
it when it comes. l

Praised by Richardson 
Great Trial Aid 
Legislators Deficiency Pay 
Act Approved 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

SACRAMENTO, May 16.—A busy 
week devoted largely to study of 
bills passed at the last session of 
the Legislature was closed by Gov. 
Richardson today with the signing 
of four Senate and five Assembly 
measures. 

Of the bills approved, Senate Bil! 
No. 152 appropriated $46,230 to 
meet a deficiency in the appropria- 
tion for salaries of Senators and 


Assembiymen, and Senate Bill No. 
124 authorized any court to call 
in expert witnesses to testify in 
any case pending before it. 

Gov. Richardson said he was glad 
to see members of the Legislature 

id “even if so many bills had 

n bungled.” 

Senate Bill No. 124 provides that 
the court shall fix the compensa- 
tion of expert witnesses, and in 

\ criminal cases the charges shall be 
a county charge and in civil cases 
Shall be borne by the parties to 
the suit. The Governor's comment 
in signing this bill was: 

“This is one of the finest pieces 

of legislation adopted at the last 
seasion of the Legislature. Expert 
‘witnesses have become generally 
@iscredited but this section will 
make it possible for an expert wit- 
ness to give fair and impartial tes- 
timony as his salary will be paid 
by the public and not by private 
individuals. This important meas- 
wre is indorsed by judges .of the 
higher courts and university presi- 
Gents and is considered a great 
step forward in obtaining fair and 
impartial testimony from expert 
witnesses.” 

The following other bills were 
signed: Senate Bill No. 419, re- 
pealing the present section of the. 
Statute in regard to nonpar shares 
of stock; Senate Bill No. 404, which 
will permit the board of directors 
of a railroad corporation to con- 
-@truct additional main-line tracks 
adjacent to the original line: As- 
sembly Bill No. 394, ving super- 
intendents of schools, their deputies 
and ts, school trustees, 
members of boards of education 
and their secretaries and deputies, 
principals of schools and other 
Schoo! officials authority to admin- 
ister oaths: Assembly Bill No. 430, 

viding that municipalities shall 

ve the power to change the 
grade of streets; Assembly Bill 

No. 650, in regard to co-operative 

marketing associations. This bill 
provides that a contract for deliv- 
ery of produce entered into by 
members and stockholders of non- 
profit co-operative associations 
may be specifically enforced.

TAMPICO HARBOR IS

MONTEREY (Mex.) May 16.—

which the Mexican government is 
mow making at Tampico as being 
ef much importance. The silting 
ef the channel has been in progress 
for several years with the result 
that the deeper draught of ocean 
steamships found it impossible to 
come up to the docks. 

The dredging now in is 
to continue until the channel has 
Been widened to approximately 400 
feet. The depth of the main chan- 
mel and over the bar at the mouth 
of the jetties will be suffic'ent to 
edmit the largest of sea-going 
traffic when the dredging is fin- 
ished; it is stated. 

Another important feature of the 
work is that the sand which the

nel is being piped to and spread 
over the Llanos del Golfo swamp 
on the outskirts of Tampico. :

Unit- 
ed States Geological Survey, in an 
address to more than 100 engi- 
neers at the regular monthly din- 
ner-meeting of the Los Angeles 
chapter, American Association of 
Engineers. 

Following the dinner, a short 
business session and a musical 
program, La Rue gave in detail 
his reasons for favoring the Glenn 
Canyon site, His talk was supple- 
mented with three reels of mo- 
tion pictures and slides taken dur- 


River in 1923, at which time he 
made a study of the possible dam 
sites, Among his reasons for fa- 
voring Glenn Canyon is that by 
constructing a dam at this site it 
is possible to bring water to South- 
ern California by gravity flow 
which is not possible under the 
Boulder Canyon project. 

Rue also pointed out that 
with a dam at Glenn Canyon, oth- 
er dame 
could be constructed, for power 
or domestic water supply, without 
the possibility of them being 
washed away during construction, 
as the Glenn Canyon Dam would 
impound the flood water and there- 
by protect the lower structures 
during construction. At that site 
it is also possible to divert the riv- 
er while constructing smalier 
dams. He believes several small 
dams are more practical than the 
one large one proposed for Boul- 
der Canyon.

REMOUNT POST 
TO CLOSE SOON 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH] 

SAN ANTONIO (Tex.) May 16. 
On the last day of this month the 
curtain will be rung down on the 
old Remount Station which, dur- 
ing the last nine years, has housed 
500,000 animals used in the United 
States service. But after June 
30 even equestrian ghosts that 
may have been hovering about the 
old remount can no longer rest in 
peace, for the.air will be fanned 
with whirring propellors of air- 
planes from the Twelfth Observa- 
tion Squadron, which is the part 
of the Second Division. 

In order to house the air squad- 
ron of the Second Division there 
the remount is being closed and 
all supplies, lands, bulldings, utill- 
ties, animals and personnel will be 
taken over and administered by 
the commanding general, Second 
Division, Fort Sam Houston. 

The remount. station, located 
about six miles from San Antonio, 
was originally an air post, opened 
under the general designation of 
the army post aviation field in 
1914. In the spring of 41916 the air 
service was transferr to Kelly 
Field and the remount was organ- 
ized with Lieut.-Col. Matt C. Bris-

commanding officer, later turning 
it over to Capt. John 8.

During the summer of 19:6, 55.—

The remount was the largest 
auxiliary during the war, with a 
capacity of 30,000 animals.

It was continued all 
during the war, and has run to 
the present date. It is thought that 
this instruction probably will be 
continued in the post quarter- 
master's department.

INFORMATION BOTH PRACTICAL AND SCIENTIFIC. 


BY ERNEST BRAUNTON 


HE last few yearn have witnessed « 

i gratifying tendency in ornamental gar- 

» dening to return to old species and to 
single-fowered varieties. For many years 
the monstrous double flowers and horti- 
caltural curiosities have eclipsed simpler 
plants. it has seemed as H the freaks of 
fahion were determined to draw the garden- 
er away from nature into a curiosity shop 
of monstrous forms and intense colors. This 
desire for abnormal forms of plants no 
doubt had it inception in the offering of 
striking varieties by dealers, but the desire 
appears to have outrun the means of its 
gratification and to have demanded impos- 
sibilities of the agents which gave it birth. 

result has been that seedsmen have 
éxercised every ingenuity to satisfy the 
public demand. 

Like all mere fa nions, however, this love 
of novelty and monstrosity must reach a 
time when it shall sink into the purer and 
more permanent love of simplicity in nature. 
It is not necessary that all monstrosity 
and curiosity in plant variation should be 
discarded, but it is a rule which every per- 
son of artistic taste must hold that the ab- 
normul and unusual shall never rival the 
normal or natural The two characters 
hold the relation of spice and nutriment. 


There is at the present time a prominent 


reaction in favor of the older herbaceous 
plants. This return of herbaceous peren- 
nials brings back to our gardens the endear- 
ments of long associations and carries us 
toward the love of nature rather than the 
admiration of the conservatory. 


Carnation Culture 
Start with young plants that have been 
krown from cuttings, and that have been 
kept well pinched back and are bushy. 
Raising carnations from seed is an interest- 
ing amusement, but expensive and unprofit- 
able if flowers of fine form and quality are 
desired. From the best seeds procurable 
a large percentage will develop only single, 
semidouble or otherwise imperfect flowers. 
Carnations rejoice in full sunlight and in 
a well-enriched, clay-like loam.

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Pecan nuts. 


ECANS have found a home in Arizo- 
na. Soil and climate have proved 
congenial. The growth of the trees 

and their bearing qualities compare favor- 
ably with those of any other section. Scat- 
tered here and there over Arizona are or- 
chards from eight to fifteen years old, and 
the rapid growth of the industry, especially 
marked during the past four or five years, 
is due to the success of these orchards. 
Nuts from one grove near Yuma brought a 
dollar a pound on the market last year. 
This high price, undoubtedly, has brought 
many plantings into existence. Such prices 
may not be expected to continue, but au- 
thorities estimate that Arizona growers can 
profitably compete with South Atlantic 
States and sell at from 40 cents to 60 
cents a pound. A. F. Kinnison, horticultur- 
ist at the University of Arizona, estimates 
that fully 1500 acres have been set to pe- 
can orchards during the season just closed, 
Among them are several new orchards of 
eighty acres each. It is a conservative 
statement that there are 2000 acres set to 
pecans in Arizona today, he says. 

Pecan nursery stock is not produced fa 
the State, and the farmer has fallen prey 
to unscrupulous nurserymen. I[tinerant, 
self-styled pecan experts and unreliable 
nursery representatives from other States 
have waxed fat at the expense of the eag- 
er planters. Almost anything has been 
sold for standard varieties. Recently an 


extension worker was called to look at an 


orchard which showed little development. 
It was bought for a known and proven 
variety, but was composed of a miscellan- 
eous lot of seedlings. The farmer was 
forced to top-work the entire orchard at 
great expense and loss of time as a result. 

“Another reason for the popularity of pe- 
can culture in Arizona is the fact that in- 
ter-crops may be raised for the first six or 
seven years without injury to the trees. 
Many farmers have interplanted with 
grapes, but alfalfa, cotton or almost any 
cultivated crop may be used. The cultiva- 
tion affords a satisfactory tree-growth and 
helps keep down disease and insect pests.

The most popular type 
of nursery tree is that with a lateral root 
which establishes itself easily. The pecan 
tree has a characteristic taproot. The 
lateral root type is formed in the nursery 
by cutting the tap-root at a certain stage 
of growth. This produces a fibrous lateral 
growth. Other than heading and forming, 
the pecan needs little pruning. 

Many farmers and residents of cities as 
well, have planted pecan trees in their’ 
yards. They grow slowly for shade pur- 
poses, but they do not stop until they have 
lifted their heads above all the other trees. 
Their symmetrical forms, straight trunks, 
graceful branches and handsome foliage 
make them desirable as ornamentals as 
well as producers. 


Pecan culture in Arizona is still in the 
experimental stage, but already two prom- 
ising varieties of paper-shelled nuts have 
proved adaptable to the hot, dry climate. 
They are the Delmas and the Success. In 
Georgia, where pecans are almost as im- 
portant as peaches, the Success has not 
shown uniform filling, but this is not the 
case in Arizona. Here the Success is 
found to be a large, strictly choice pecan and 
a very vigorous grower. The nuts have thin 
shells, crack so that the meats can be tak- 
en out in halves, and the kernels are plump 
and of a rich, fine quality. 

‘The Delmas also is a vigorous grower 
and heavy producer. The nuts are large 


‘and well filled, running from 40 to 50 nuts 


to the pound. The Delmas makes a beauti- 
ful shade tree, Several Western Texas va- 
rieties are showing promise and may prove 
well adapted to Arizona conditions. 


Whether pecans on a commercial scale 
will pay in Arizona is a question yet to be 
solved by time and experience. However, ag- 
ricultural exepriment station workers of the 
University of Arizona have been making 
a study of pecan culture, and they believe 
the industry has a very promising future 
in the State.

Unfortunately, the loss is not measured 
by dollars and cents. A million dollars 
would not buy a cord of wood if there was 
mo wood in the world. Reforestation can- 
mot keep pace with destruction. We see 
about us trees that were saplings when 
Washington was President. There are 
trees in California which were hoary wth 
age when Shakespeare wrote plays, sturdy 
giants when Caesar crossed the Rubicon. 

It takes time to make a tree, bit it does 
not take long to burn one. In a few hectic 
moments fire distributes back to earth and air 
the constituent elements of the tree that 
took a hundred years to grow. 

We have the remnants of a great natural 
resource, How long will it last? It would 
mot be so tragic if every forest burned 
were serving some useful purpose in being 
burned. But more timber is destroyed need- 
lessly and to no purpose than is utilized 
mils and factories. 

Our ears are deaf because of reiterated 
Warnings. What can be said or done to 
waken a sense of responsibility? Will

Kings County Orchards 
in Good Shape 


HANFORD. 

Kings county, according to County Horti- 
tions in this county, he says, offer a good 
criterion of other San Joaquin counties. 
Last year’s drouth damaged some orchards, 
but enough irrigation water seems assured 
this year. The warm spring brought out 
buds and leaves earlier than usual, but 
cooler, cloudy weather checked this, and 
seasonable development is about normal. 
Light frosts on March 11 and 12 did slight 
damage to orchard fruit, but grape vines 
were not far enough along to be hurt. Late 
rains have brightened the prospects for 
vineyard and orchard production. 

There is rather a light setting of apricots 
on the older trees, but young trees show 
a heavy set, except those injured by frost. 
The prospects, Mr. Haupt says, are for 65 
per cent of a normal crop. Peach pros- 
pects are for 65 to 75 per cent of normal. 
There are a few spotted orchards, due to 
drought or frost. last year’s 
light crop, there is a heavy setting of fruit 
on prune trees and a 60 per cent June drop, 
it is declared, would be a benefit. Of Tra- 
gedy plums, the only variety grows here in 
any quantity, the setting is about half a 


expected. Vine hoppers have done some 
damage, but it is too early to decide on the 
necessity of control measures.

ENCINITAS.—Encinitas (Little Oaks) is 
in a coast section of the San Dieguito Irri- 
gation district drawing water from Lake 
Hodges.

Any of you who contemplate the destruc- 
tion of the tonsils or teeth of your children 
or yourself, please use a bit of reasoning 
common sense. Ask yourself or your doc 
tor the following questions. 

“Doctor, what structures in the body form 


If he is candid or knows his physiology, 


he must reply: 

“The blood, of course.” 

Then ask him: 

“If the blood forms pus, how can we 
purify the blood by removing the tonsils or 
teeth, since the tonsils or teeth sockets 
serve as nothing more than a receptacle 
for the polluted blood stream? Can we, by 


poisoning the system.” Triumpbantly he.

I promised that I would write another meal, 
article on reducing. By this time you 


should all be ready to start the class. 
Promise me first of all that you will perse- 
vere. Don't give up at the first bridge you 
have to jump. 


While you are reducing, I want you to get 
into the habit of drinking plenty of hot 
water between meals, and at least two cups 
on arising in the morning. I can't lay 
#nough stress on the wonders of hot water. 
if you are taking in only the minimum 
amount of food, which oughtn'’t to be more 
than 1200 calories a day, your digestive or- 
gans have so much less work to do and 
the hot water will not only cleanse your 
stomach continuously, but will also aid your 
kidneys. 

For breakfast, if you must have coffee 
(gee, but it's bad stuff) why, try and take 
it very weak, with only one lump of sugar 
and, if possible, no cream. Let me point 
out right here that continuous coffee drink- 
ing is murderous to one's nerves and liver. 

Take one thin slice of whole-wheat bread, 
a half inch thick, and as much butter as 
would cover a dime. 

Of course a healthier breakfast would 
be four prunes, or a baked apple, minus 
sugar, or a glass of buttermilk. 

For luncheon take either a lettuce salad 
with half a teaspoonful of mayonaaise 
sance or a little cottage cheese and a slice 
of whole-wheat bread or a glass of butter- 
milk. 

Remember the first three days I want you 
to shrink your stomach. I wrote an article 
on the value of this which 1 hope you all 
read. 

For supper, take a large plate of vege 


table soup with no flour or potatoes in it. 


“A mixture of carrots, celery and onions, is 


the best reducing soup. 

The very best three day diet to go on for 
the shrinkage of the stomach is this—the 
first day take vegetable soup—about six 
cups of it. The second day a large plate of 
spirach, celery and string beans, three or 
four times during the day. The third day, 
either repeat the first or second day's pro- 
gram, or take four or five raw apples dur- 
ing the day and some vegetables or salad 
for luncheon and dinner. 

While reducing, never take more than 
half a teaspoonful of mayonnaise. For these 
three shrinkage days, I don't ask you ‘to 
do any exercise, but on the fourth or fifth 
day, | want you to turn on your phonograph 
half an hour after you have had your weak 
coffee breakfast (if you must have coffee) 
and start in doing from five to ten or fifteen 
minutes of physical exercise. Having con- 
sumed this small amount of food for break- 


. fast, exercising right on top of it will do 


you no harm. I don't care when you do 


- your exercises, so long as you do them. 


After the first week of rigid diet, please 
oh, please, do fifteen to twenty minutes of 
exercise a day. Concentrate on what you 
are doing and take at least ten or twelve 
different exercises. 

As most of you, I take it, like your best 
meal in the evening, be careful, if you are 
taking a potato, not to eat bread at that 
meal. If you wish a little dessert, don't take 
more than a tablespoonful. Take only half 
a potato. If you must have pie, have only 
string beans or celery or spinach for your 


vegetables, and eat only a small piece. of 
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pie. Be careful that you have lean meats.

Swimming 

I think that it is about time that I wrote 
something on the subject of swimming. Let 
me state, without any fear of argument, 
that swimming is the greatest health de 
veloper in the world. 3 

After having had a great deal of experi- 
ence with tennis (which I adore,) golf, 
horse-back riding, ice-skating, fencing and 
ballet dancing, I can honestly say that 
swimming is the most perfect exercise of 
them all from the vie wvoint of health. 
Having given much of my time to 
each of these othe~ exercises, I realize more 
than ever that if every one in the world 
had been taught to swim properly, there 
would be no illness in the world today. 

There is no sport or exercise that de- 
velops a person so symmetrically as does 
swimming. I have never known a good 
swimmer who didn't have a wonderful chest 
development, smooth muscles, and a fine 
pair of shoulders. 


Swimming is the one exercise that, no 


matter how much one practices, be never 
becomes muscle bound or over-muscular. 

As a corrective work for weak children, 
to my way of thinking, it stands alone. If 
mothers and fathers could only be made to 
realize it swimming would become as much 
a part in the bringing up of a child as are 
the three Rs. Unfortunately only too few 
children are taught to swim. Some just 
pick it up and flounder around in the water, 
never becoming proficient or getting the 
value out of it. 

Another handicap to this wonderful sport 
is the fact that, today, from the age of five 
up, Americans have become speed crazy. 
Even little children want to get across the 
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It is too bad that stamina is 
more developed than it is. Too m 
given to sprinting. There is no 

y every child, or grown person for 
matter, shouldn't learn to swim correctly. 
There are plenty of pools and plenty of good 
teachers. The ocean or surf is no place in 
which to learn to swim. Salt water is un 
doubtedly healthier and easier to swim in. 
but, for beginners, unless the water is as 
calm as it is in Catalina, I would not advise 
it for learning. It is almost impossible to 
get a correct stroke at an early stage of the 
game, when the waves are batting you 
about. Besides I have often found that it 
is difficult, especially for women, to over 
come their fear of the water. 

Now if I were having a child taught to 
swim, I would not allow her to become a 
one-stroke swimmer. I would have her 
taught four or five different strokes and I 
would see that she learned to do them 
gracefully and properly. My last thought 
would be of making a champion of her. 
That could be dereloped in time. 

I wonder how few people realize the small 
number of truly graceful swimmers. It was 
never brought home to me so much as when 
I tried out a hundred and sixty girls to be 
used as mermaids and sirens in my pic- 
tures. I found just fourteen who had any 
grace at all. For the New York Hippo- 
drome I trained seventy girls for nine 
weeks before I ever allowed them to go on 
the stage. 

Now you women ‘whe have never edn 
any swimming, who take it up after you 
are twenty-five, don't try to do the most dif- 
ficult strokes first when you are learning. 
Take the simplest strokes, such as the 
breast stroke, the side stroke, and the 
single overarm. Lou can learn with little 
difficulty to become graceful in these three 
strokes. 

The average woman unfortunately doesn’t 
swim enough to develop the muscles neces- 
sary for the crawl. 

When taking up swimming, my advice is 
learn correctly. Swim at least three or 
four times a week. Develop enough stamina 
to do at least a quarter of a mile, and above 


an things try to be graceful. 


Tremendous changes have taken place 
in sports and athletics for women in 
the last fifteen years. Fifteen years ago a 
woman who was an athlete was generally 
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considered a very masculine, muscular indt- 
vidual. An athieté also, either male or fe- 
male, was given very littie credit for brains. 

I think this arose from the fact that many 
universities and schools at the time rather 
deprecated the idea of people taking up 
athletics very strenuously and stressed 
mental developments. Of course this did a 
tre s amount of harm. A good man». 
of the tniversities turned out weak-kneed, 


weak-eyed individuals, as a result, who, 


though their brains had been highly de- 
veloped, when thrown out in the world were 
not able to stand up against it. 


Cecil Rhodes, the great South African, 
who gave a yearly scholarship in an En- 
glish university to the man who passed 
highest, both mentally and physically, was 
perhaps the first pioneer to see that for the 
young man who has to battle the world it 
would be better to have only sixty per cent 
brains and eighty per cent muscle. 

I admit that in the early days many 
women assumed very mannish styles when 
they took up athlefic hobbies. Also there 
is no doubt but that the idea of physical 
education and gymnasium work could be 
taken up only by the very strong, as the 
idea was to see how difficult the work 
could be made, and how hard the muscles 
could be developed. 

Naturally to the more timid girls, and to 
their sweet old-fashioned mothers, it 
seemed that athletics was the last thing 
they wanted to bring into their homes, then 
again modesty, or should I say prudishness, 
was brought strongly into play. 

Girls and mothers never discussed such 
conditions as constipation or gall stones.

The term amnesia means a 
state of suspended memory, and 
various causes are at the basis of 
this mental affliction. Functional 
cases are temporary in character 
and favorable in their outlook for 
recovery. Organic amnesias are 
often permanent in character. 
Consciousness of self and person- 
al surroundings comprises an 
endless mental stream. If we re- 
membered every sensation, fact 
and experience which we encoun- 
tered from the time we were 
born, we would have no time for 
physical activity or constructive 
thinking. Nature provides a hap- 
py and constant rearranging of 
past memories in our minds; 
things we experience remain on 
the surface of our minds or sink 
deeper in the subconsciou 
as they become more or less re- 
lated to our present-day lite. 
Many ideas come and go, never 
to be recalled. 

The cultivation of the ability to 
forget is as important in our 
mental life as the cultivation of 
a good memory. It is the person 
who is unable to forget things 
that do him no good—the person 
who broods over past events,

There is an interesting case on record, 
In a runaway accident a clergyman suffered 
a brain injury and lost his memory.

Hypnotic 
suggestion gradually helped to revive mem- 
ories for him. He felt that he could face 
his congregation again.

Most amnesia patients regain their mem- 
ory faculty as suddenly as they lost it. If 
the last idea or sight or sensation that the 
patient had in his mind before his memory 
was lost comes back to his mind complete 
recovery is instantaneous. That last idea 

or sensation is the “missing link” 
—the link that binds his forgot- 
ten past with the present. 


Hysterical amnesias recover 
spontaneously at times. There 
was a case recently described in 
the newspgpers of a supposedly 
responsible man, a pillar of so- 
ciety, who fell victim to an attack 
of amnesia. He was found wan- 
dering in the desert four months 
after his disappearance by a 
friend who recoghized him. This 
man had grown tired of his re- 


difficulties and had allowed him- 
self to become hysterical. His 
recovery came about suddenly 
when he became frightened and 
shocked by a fall, the pain of the 
accident bringing him suddenly 
to his full senses. 


August Forel, one of the great- 
est psychiatrists and one of the 
best authorities on hypnotic sug- 
gestion, describes a case treated 
by him that he describes as nys- 
terical amnesia. There was no 
motive of escape from duty in 
this case. A young man disap 
peared from his home in Ger- 
many for two years. During this 
time he held a position of respon-
